How the Explosion Affected 


Old Age 


Old People Among the Homeless 


are Still in a Dazed Condition 
—Extent of Damage Exceeds all 
Estimates 


The effect of the explosion upon the 


older people who were rendered home- 
less is moat pitiable, for they possess 
not the optimistic spirit of the young 
pepple and as the sun seeks Its zenith 
in the future of the young It steadily 
sinks to its horizon before the eyes of 
the aged. The older people among the 
lufferers 
in mnny cases are on the 


verge of c./dapse, for they realize that 
the future holds out no hope for them 
and that at best they will be depending1 


upon others for the remainder of their 
days-on earth. 


In some eases the older people appear 


dazed and somewhat affected mentally. 
They fall to comprehend the situation 
and when asked as to their future 
plans can only answer "I don't know." 


Among Rev. Mr. Wright's callers 


yesterday, was an elderly man who had 
lost everything. Including two mem- 
bers of his family. He appeared In a. 
dazed 
condition and seemed 
unable 


to explain Just what he renuired or 
what his intentions are. Mr. Wright 
fitted him out and likewise the mem- 
bers of his family and made him feel 
that something was being done for 
him. But while he was thankful for the 
assistance, 
the 
unfortunate 
man 


couldn't grasp the situation and went 
away leaving the relief agent as much 
in the dark as to his future plans as 
he was before the visit. 


A lady nearly 70 years of age called 


at the- relief depot, and in response to 
Mr. Wright's queries simply said that 
she wanted to talk the thing over with 
him. "The young people don't under- 
stand." This poor w-oman had 
lost 


everything and saddest of all her fam- 
ily had become broken up with the 
demolition of their home. When ask- 
ed If she would re-establish a home she 
sadly shook her head and said: 
"I'm 


afraid I'm too olcr to start over again." 
Tho unfortunate woman 
hadn't 
the 


slightest idea as to her own future, and 
she accepted temporary 
relief 
from 


Mr. Wright thankfully but went away 
in the same dazed 
and 
purposeless 


way as'she had come. 


"There are losses," said Mr. Wright,

on the subject of ".Mob Spirit in Or- 
ganized Labor." 


"Mob spirit is a relic of the barbar- 


ous stage of the human development. 
It dates back to the time when the 
•ace relied upon the purely physical 
for maintenance. 
In this sense it is a 


hatred or contempt for all regulations 
of government nnd an attempt by the 
vicious and Ignorant to Impress their 
will upon others by the exercise of 
physical form. 
"Mobs 
mny 
be 
spontaneous 
In 


growth or their formation may extend 
over a long 
period. 
They 
may be 


poorly organized or they may be under 
good discipline. 
In this country In 


the last year there have been many 
mobs of different kinds but to my mind 
the most dangerous of them all is the 
mob of organized laboi1. 
No man, 1 


take it. can object to any kind of an 
association, labor or otherwise, which 
is organized for lawful and beneficent 
purposes but organized mbor 
as 
it 


is conducted today stands convicted 
by its own leaders as a lawless organ- 
ization. 
"In that it seeks by physical force 


to override individual rights and Is 
continually railing against the laws 
and denouncing courts and public offi- 
cials for enforcing these laws. It ful- 
fills nil the requirements of the defi- 
nition of mobocracy. Unlike the lynch- 
ing bees nnd the vigilance committee H 
Is what might be termed a standing 
mob under fair discipline by its offi- 
cers and ready upon occasion to com- 
mit the overt acts of outrage and de- 
struction. 
It asserts that the individ- 


ual has no inherent rights that cannot 
be taken from him and that therefore 
It has the rlidil to say that no man 
shall work and that no industry shall 
run without Us consent. 


"In Its attempt to compel recognition 


of its pretentlons to sovereignty it re- 
lies not on reason, but upon coercion, 
intimidation and the bludgeon. 
In its 


continual preachments against law and 
its constant appeal to the baser pas- 
wions of men, it is doing more than any 
other agency to Inculcate the 
mob 


Hplrit and to encourage the unfurling 
of the red flag of anarchy. 


"The president of the Chicago Feder- 


ation of Labor recently declared in an 
interview: 'The president, deals a death 
blow to organized labor when he de- 
clares that be cannot discriminate In 
ita favor. 
It sounds fair on the face 


of it. but without discrimination we 
are just where we started. 
We have 


been fighting lor union to the exclusion 
of nil other.' 


These are words of ft conservative 


among union leaders and they voice 
the sentiment of 
the 
agitators 
the 


country over. 


"During the last year, the attempts 


to force men to give allegiance to strike 
bosses in their plans to Pet up an oli- 
garchy that 
will control industry' in 


each of the laws of the country, have 
resulted In mnb conditions In many of 
the leading centers. Supremacy of law 
and order has sustained not only many 
severe shocks but tho nation has also 
lost millions of dollars hy the idleness 
of thousands of men. 
This loss must 


fall heavier upon the man \\'ho depends 
upon his dally wage than upon these 
who have something to fall hack upon. 
It Is time that the workmen of this 
country were learning that for the mil- 
lions of dollars they pay in salaries to 
the agitators, they are receiving in re- 
turn nothing but ceaseless trouble, en- 
forced idleness and loss of the comforts 
of life. 
They are also bidding for the 


destruction of their most precious pos- 
session— thnt 
of \SNndustrlal liberty. 


Their investments in monocracy 
are 


simply poor Investments."

organization. It IB essentially national, 
being made possible by the generosity 
of people in all walks of life. In many 
places newspapers have established 
"fresh air funds" and take full charge 
of the task of seeing that the little 
ones are pleasantly located and have 
the best of attention. 
The first fresh 


air fund in the history of the country 
was started in 1877 by the Rev. William 
Parsons of New York, under the aus- 
pices of a newspaper, and the fund has 
been continued ever since with increas- 
ing benefit to the children of the east 
aide. In the first year of Its existence 
but sixty children were sent to the 
country; now its beneficiaries annually 
number many thousands, and the out- 
look for the present season is the 
brightest in its history. 


A most important phase of the work 


has been the Mtabltahmnt of sanita- 
riums and hospitals for sick babies, and 
in this newspapers have also played a 
prominent part. In Lincoln park, Chi- 
cago, stands a newspaper sanitarium, 
whither for over fifteen years babies 
have been conveyed by the wagon load 
sn4 given a chance to breathe the pure 
air denied them in their tenement 
homes. This sanitarium is but one of 
many to be found the length and 
breadth of the land, for the benefits of 
such an institution are so widely recog- 
nized that many city hospitals for sick 
children 
have 
established 
summer 


homes in health giving localities. 


In some cases, moreover, provision is 


made for the mothers of the children, 
and this extension of the charity is in- 
variably followed by far reaching re- 


sulta. 
The mothers are taught how 


best to care for their babl«§ and how 
to prevent simple Ills from developing 
into serious diseases. The proud moth- 
ers when they return to the city hasten 
to impart their knowledge to the moth- 
ers of other children, and In this way 
the work of ameliorating the handicaps 
under which the poor must always 


dividual*, and it IB to the credit of the 
American people that so many of them 
are willing to further the charity by 
far more than mere financial aid. Men 
and women, merely from love of the 
cause, annually devote part of their 
summer to entertaining in their coun- 
try homes the little ones of the under- 
world, and some of the most prominent 


in this feature of the work are among 
the leaden of social life. 
Then, too, 


there are the farmers throughout the 
country who undertake to care for a 
stated number of children every year. 
True, they ure In most instances paid 
fairly well for boarding the youngsters, 
but even then they are deserving of 
the highest praise, for it Is to bo taken

children r.nd tlitlr mothers, the benefits 
being open to all without creed, class 
or sectarian distinction. The floating 
hospittil is a I urge barge equipped with 
cots, hammocks and all needful appli- 
ances, and having on board a corps of 
docton and nur»on. The children are 
taken n board early In the morning nnd 
(he bnrge l« then towed down the river 
nnd Into tho bay. returning to the city 
late In the afternoon with Its little 
charges.

In many 
places the fresh air fund would no 
exist were It not for the children who 
contrive, ns children will, to devlsi 
schemes which will not only be flmm< 
clally profitable to the cause of charity 
but will also be vastly entertaining t 
the little philanthropict«.

The tip of the pelican's 
bill is red, and long ago among people 
who were not naturalists a Htory was 
started by persons uho had seen the 
red beak against the white feathers 
that the pcluan pecked at her breast 
till her own blood llou-ed and then fed 
her young with the scarlet drops. There 
are occasionally real drups of blood 
upon the pelican's breast, for the soft 
sac in which it holds the fish is often 
wounded from the sharp spine of a 
fish's tin and made to b!i-cd. 
That 


helped the false story along. 


People used to believe it, however, so, 


when Louisiana was admitted to this 
Union, her citizens chose as the state 
seal a heraldic- picture of a pelican 
feeding her young ones with drops of 
blood from her breiist. Thus, said they, 
will the state of Louisiana cherish her 
children.

Tn a similar way 
should the Paris horror cause the metropolitan cities to gunrd against such 
catastrophes by timely precautions. 


Boston IB constructing a tunnel to East Boston and she has hor subways 


besides. If a car or a number of cars caught firp In the subway, it is doubt- 
ful If tho ventilation would be sufficient to prevent the suffocation of nil the 
passengers. It is stated that the New York tunnel is not a whit more safe 
than the Paris tunnel in which the disaster npourrert.

It is impossible to say just 
how many young lives have been saved 
by this notable charity, but the number 
certainly runs into the hundreds of 
thousands, for the children, weak and 
emaciated

winter and a listless spring spent amid 
insanitary 
conditions,

ocean with renewed vitality and suffi- 
cient energy to withstand the baneful 
influences of their city environment. 


The good work is not confined to any

The unfortunate woman's 
injuries 


are purely of a nervous and mental 
nature. Not a cut or bruise appears 
upon her body, but her nervous condi- 
tion is such that she can eat nothing 
while her mind has become unseUled. 


Her husband states that when lying 


in bed awake she is perfectly rational 
but when she rinses her eyes to sleep 
she will suddenly/start up and scream, 
"Oh. It is coming again." When the 
hallucination cojnes on it is with dif- 
ficulty that she is calmed. 
At times 


Ehe sees again the work of carrying 
away the victims from the ruins and 
her recollection of Mrs. Galloway Is 
particularly vivid- 


She seems to realize In her lucid mo- 


ments that unless relief from her hal- 
lunications comes quickly that she will 
die. Mr. Wilkinson said that the re- 
lief committee was giving blm ald and 
that everything was b«»ng done his 
wife that was possible. 
Mrs. Wilkinson had a narrow escape 


from 
instant death on the morning 


of 
the 
explosion. She 
was on 
the 


piazza In front of the hnuae when the 
magazines blew up. The house fell in 
pieces around her and she remembers 
nothing until she found herself in the 
home of .Tosepr Stanley, further up Uil- 
Icrlca street. 
Later on it was neces- 


sary to move her away from 
the 


scene of the 
explosion 
and she w^s 


taken to 17 Anderson street, wkere she 
now is. 
The couple have one daugh- 


ter. 14 years of age, 
who was aVay 


from home at the time of the accident.

The Paris horror In which two trains were burned In an 
underground 


tunnel and a great many lives lost hy suffocation and 
otherwise, may well 


engage the attention of every large city In the world In which subways or 
tunnels are used for public travel. 
A similar catastrophe Is likely to occur 


in any of the tunnels unless extra precautions he exercised. 


The great explosion and Its terrible effect in death and disaster caused 


many cities to move powder magazines to a safe distance. In a similar way 
should the Paris horror cause the metropolitan cities to guard against such 
catastrophes by timely precautions. 


Boston is constructing a tunnel to Eiist Boston and she has her subways 


besides. If a ear or a number of cars caught fire In the subway, it Is doubt- 
lul If the ventilation would be sufficient to prevent the suffocation of all the 
passengers. It Is stated that the New York tunnel is not a whit more safe 
than the Paris tunnel In which the disaster occurred. 
If this he so H is time 


some steps were taken by that city to provide for the public safety. 


Such horrors although bringing death and suffering to the victims hear 


a useful lesson to the entire world and to all succeeding ages on defects of 
construction In the tunnel and in the mechanism hy which the nre was 
started. 


It is true that the disaster could easily have been averted had in- 


telligent judgment been exercised but on the contrary It rested with a man 
•who did not seem to realize the responsibility placed in his hands, to say that 
nothing was to be feared when he was told to stop to avert accident.

P the many charities which 


have earned for this country 
the reputation of being the 
most philanthropical in the 
world there is none that has 


attained a more deserving eminence 
than the fresh air movement, which, as 
chanties RO. is of comparatively recent 
origin. Today there ie scarcely a city 
or town of any size in the United States 
that does not boast its fresh air fund, 
devoted to sending the children of its 
r-oor out to pleasant homes in the coun- 
try or healthful roBorts by lakeside and 
seashore. It is impossible to say just 
how many young lives have been saved 
by this notable charity, but the number 
certainly runs into the hundreds of 
thousands, for the children, \\-eak and 
cmficiated by the rigors of a long 
winter and a listless spring Hpc-nt amid 
insanitary 
conditions, 
return 
from 


their visit to the mountains or the 
ocean with renewed vitality and suffi- 
cient energy to withstand the baneful 
influences of their city environment. 


The Rood work is not confined to any 


particular religious sect or charitable 
organization. It is essentially national, 
being made possible by the generosity 
of people in all walks oi life. In many 
places newspapers 
have established 


"fresh air funds" and take full charge 
of the task of seeing that the little 
ones are pleasantly located and have 
the best of attention. The first fresh 
air fund in the history of the country 
was started in 1ST7 by the Rev. William 
Parsons of .New York, under the aus- 
pices of a newspaper, and the fund has 
been continued ever since with increas- 
ing benefit to the children of the east 
Bide. In the first year of its existence 
but flixty children were sent to the 
country; now its beneficiaries nnnually 
number many thousands, and the out- 
look for the present season is the 
brightest in its history. 


A most important phase of the work 


has been the establishmnt of sanita- 
riums and hospitals for sick babins, and 
in this newspapers have also played a 
prominent part. In Lincoln park, Chi- 
cago, stands a newspaper sanitarium, 
whither for over fifteen years babies 
have been conveyed by the wagon load

As if th« boak wsre not heavy 
enough of itself there la in thn lower 
hnlf of It an opening into a hlR, mem- 
branous bug or sac. This IB, to carry 
flfih Jn. When the female is hatching 
her young, silling upon her eggs on

in his pou<-h for her to eat.

young birds are hatched, both the 
father and mother carry tiah to feed tho 
young. 


Thin in how a. pelican flshcn: It wades

a fiBh with the tips of Its mandibles, 
which urn the upper nmi lower halved 
of Its hill. Then it raises Its head 
quickly, open* the ba« under Itn lower 
Jaw and ilrnps the Huh In UK you would 
drop apples Into a linK. You nco In tho 
r-lclure bow this l« done. 


If tho bird linn younc ««»• to feed, 


it leaves the water nnd flies home to 
them in a hurry. Hut it h:is no hands 
to pull that iish out of thu sac. 
So it 


presses the under part of its bill and 
the sac hard against its breast and 
opens its mouth, when out i>ops the 
fish! Then the pelican feeds the young 
ones with it. The tip of the pelican's 
bill is red, and long ago among people 
who were not naturalists a story was 
started by persons who had seen the 
red beak against the while feathers 
that the pelican pecked at her breast 
til! her own bluoil flowed and then fed 
her young with the scarlet drops. There 
are occasionally real drops of blood 
upon the pelican's breast, for the soft 
sac. in which it holds the lish is often 
wounded from tin; sharp spine of a 
tiirh's fin and made to bleed. 
That 


helped the false story alnncr. 


1'eople used to believe it, however, so, 


when Louisiana was admitted to this 
Union, her ritizens chose as the state 
seal a heraldic picture of a pelican 
feeding her young ones with drops of 
blood from her breast.
